Meihods Practiced By The Pack 
ers Shown Up By Hon. Ben 
Johnson of Kentucky. 



Wafhington, Feb. 14.- At the hear- 
ing before the commit tec which is in- 
vestigating the prices of foodstuffs, 
Representative Johnson today brought 
to light the injustice being done by the 
beef trusts to the Kentucky and other 
cattle growers of the Southern States. 

Mr. Johnson made Inspector Repp, 
K e United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry, admit that the Northern 
packers discriminate in prices against 
all cattle producers south of the Ohio 
rl»er. The admission was brought 
about as a result of a statement made 
by Inspector Kepp that 1,000 pound 
ateers were now telling at the princi- 
pal stockyards in this county for 10.50 
per hunderdweight. 

Mr. Johnson produced a Louisville 
paper wherein it was stated that the 
highest-priced steer on the Louisville 
market last Saturday brought only 
$8.40, while the average 1,000 pound 
•tear sold for much less. Upon being 
confronted with this, Inspector Repp 
than stated in substance, that the pack- 
era would not pay as much for a Ken- 
tucky steer as they would for an Indi- 
ana steer, notwithstanding the fact 
that the Kentucky steer might be just 
aa good in every respect. 

Being pressed by Mr. Johnson, he 
Anally admitted that it was nothing 
"more and nothing less than a dis- 
crimination upon the part of the pack- 
ers against every steer put upon the 
market which has been raised south of 
the Ohio river. 

Mr. Johnson characterizes this dis- 
crimination against Kentucky steers 
as being nothing short of monstrous.

THE HENDERSON DAM 



There is great joy down thi 
because of the prospective building of 
the Henderson dam. The official 
designation of Dam No. 48 is accorded 
to this particular project in the Ohio 
River Improvement scheme. Its loca- 
tion Is alx miles below Henderson. 
Kvansville, Henderson and Owensboro 
are intensely interested in its construc- 
tion, and these cities sent delegations 
to Washington recently to appear lie- 
fore the Rivers end Harbors Commutes. 

The estimated cost of the Henderton 
dam is $2,000,000. and the anticipated 
time of its completion is four years. 

The specifications of the Government 
engineers call for concrete con- 
struction, and the locks will be 110 
feet wide and tiOO feet long. Above 
and below the dam will be landing 
approaches, each 300 feet long. The 
initial work, of course, will be the 
selection of a definite location, and 
this will begin very shortly after the 
bill is passed by Congress. 

.Some of the benelitsof the dam, as 
figured out by the Kvansville Courier, 
are that it will give a stage of lifte.n 
feet at Kvansville, eighteen feet at 
Henderson, twelve feet tt Green Hiver 
and nine feet at Owensboro. It also 
will make Pigeon Creek navigable for 
a distance of ten or twelve miles- 
Kvansville hopes to see many factories 
located on Pigeon Creek in conse- 
quence, as the location would be 
eligible with a good stage of water, 
whereas it is not now practicable. The 
dam will complete the system of deep 
water lakes in Green Hiver, and will 
make all-the-year uavayation on that 



I important stream except when there 
J is interference from ice. It will facili- 
tate the shipment of coal from the 
mines of Western Kentucky and 
Southern Indiana. It is expected to 
jgive new life to the projects for build- 
ling a bridge across the Ohio river at 
Kvansville and for the construction of 
interuban linesof Kentucky towns. 

One of the cheering bits of informa- 
tion from Washington is that there 
will be an annual Rivers and Harbors 
bill hereafter, and that all the mono 
spent on the Ohio River will be wltt 
a view to its ultimate canalization 
The Henderson dam will be a link ii: 
the chain of deep water pools that 
eventually will bring the nine-foot 
stage from Pittsburg to Cairo. Accord- 
ing to the engineers'estimatcs, in tin 
ordinary course of river improvements 
it will require twelve years to complete 
the canalization. If Congress ever 
wakes up fully to the Importance of 
the Ohio River it may be done soc 

T he citizens of the down-river cities 
have a right to feel good at the pros, 
peets of the building of Dam No. 48 
It would mean a great deal for tin 
commercial interests of Southern 
Indiana and Western Kentucky. It 
would unquestionab'y bring a new era 
of development for counties that an 
rich In undeveloped mineral resources 
and would stimulate business activitj 
In various directions. It is to be hopei 
that Kvansville, Owensboro. I lender 
son and all other towns that are look- 
ing forward in joyful anticipation of 
good results fiom the building of the 
clam will realize fully on their expec- 
tations.

The bill which in effect increases 
the salaries of all the circuit judges 
in the state from $3,000 to $4,200 has 
passed both houses and is now in the 
governor*! hands for approval or dis- 
approval. The constitution prohibits 
the salary of any Official from being 
raised after he Is elected and enters 
upon the duties of his office, eo this 
bill had to be framed so as to evade 
the constitutional Inhibition. The bill 
provides that the regular Judges shall 
act as special JudgeB whenever they 
have a spare week or month In the 
year from their regular terms, and 
shall servo in other districts than 
their own when a special Judge 1h 
necessary In that other district. II 
further provide*, that the governor 
shall commission each one as a spe- 
cial Judge and for these extra or ad- 
ditional service they shall receive 
$1,200 a year. It was contended, and 
properly so, It is said, that the in- 
creased ( ost of living had been bo 
great that a circuit Judgo who travels 
around hi ■ district and pays his own 
expenses, and that or bis family at 
home, cot Id hardly live on the pres- 
ent salary, and that It was a hard 
matter to get s first class lawyer to 



accept or run for tne omce. u is 
that Governor Wlllson will approve 
the bill, but that Is further along 



The house seems wedded to the Idea 
of Issuing interest bearing warrants, 
while the senate thinks the bond Is 
sue la the only proper thing. A sim- 
ilar condition existed in this state In 
1897, and the special session of the 
legislature called by Governor Brad- 
ley authorized the issue of Interest 
bearing warrants, and in the course of 
two years they were all taken up and 
the treasury was on a cash basis once 
more. At the same time a .mnd issue 
of I500JM0 was also authorised, and 
that bond Issue was paid off under 
Governor Beckham's administration. 

the unusually large appropriations 
made by the legislature two yean agO 
were in a large measure responsible 
for the present deficit, and that If the 
Interest bearing warrants are Issued 
so the state's creditors will not have 
to discount their debt, and no unusual 
appropriations are made this ression. 

the deficit win disappear in two years, 

even without a bond Issue. However, 
the legislature Is liable to adjourn 
without doing anything to relieve the 
situation unless some of the leaders 
08 both sides can get together and 
agree on some measure that will meet 
with the approval of the senate and 
house. 

One of the three "good roads" hills 
that were introduced In the senate by 
Senator Bosworth has passed that 
body, though it was bitterly fought by 
Senator Thomas and several others. 
The bill passed provides for the es- 
tablislmicnt. regulation and malnten 



on the $nai to create a road fund to 
In lp the counties build good roads. 
Those who oppose these measures say 
they will result in all sorts of confu- 
sion and entanglements and that the 
additional 5 cent tax will cause the 
widest dissatisfaction. The friends of 
the measure, however, say there Is no 
danger of < Qtanglementa and trouble, 
and that the masses of the people are 
Clamoring for better roads; that the 
only real opposition to the bills come 
from those counties that already have 
splendid roads. They further say that 
these splendid roads In central Ken- 
tucky were In many instances built 
with state aid, and that these coun- 
ties now are opposed to allowing the 
poorer counties the same benefits that 
they themselves had many years ago. 
Whether the bills will pass the house 
or not can not be safely foretold yet, 
but there is no denying the fact that 
the bill providing for an Increase In 
the state tax rate to 65 cent* on the 
$100 will he unpopular, especially 
about the time the taxes are being 
collected. 

The movement to permit women to 
vote in all school elections seems to 
have met with fatal discouragement 
in the house, as the bill giving them 
that privilege has been reported un- 
favorably by the committee. The 
leading women of the state ha/e been 
here in large numbers from time to 
time this winter urging and talking 
with legislators In the interest of the 
bill, end for a time it looked to bavc 
a flue chance to be enacted. The sen-
